IN THE CLAIMS: 



1 5. (Five times amended) An isolated nucleic acid molecule comprising no 
more than 10,000 nucleotides, wherein said nucleic acid molecule encodes a naturally 
occurring artemin amino acid sequence or a fragment thereof that is biologically 
equivalent to artemin, and wherein said artemin amino acid sequence is at least 88% 
identical to SEQ ID NO:26, and wherein said artemin amino acid sequence promotes 
survival of neurons.
